“More than 
15,000 boys and girls, members of 
the school safety patrol, will be on 
duty in Pennsylvania, guiding more 
th an a half million children to and 
from 
school each day. 
Virtually 
every city in tile state, and dozens 
of smaller com munities have school 
patrols, and tile boys and girls with 
their white Sam Browne belts and 
shining badges have come to be fa­ 
miliar figures on streets and high­ 
ways during the school term. 
Reducing Accidents 
“Drivers are learning to respect 
this insignia and, in consequence, 
m otor accidents involving children 
have been and are continuing to be 
cut materially in com munities where 
patrols are 
functioning. 
Reports 
from

towns 
throughout the state indicate that 
wherever these patrols have been 
established Hie curve of civile! acci­ 
dents has turned downward Aug­ 
m enting the patrol service, monthly 
lessons on 
safety 
and 
attractive 
posters are 
furnished schools

which patrols operate, 
These ald 
materially in training children to 
xercise 
caution 
on 
streets 
and 
highways.” 
Mr Scharf urged motorists to co­ 
operate in every possible way with 
the school patrols. “W hen a school 
bus Is stopped to discharge or re­ 
ceive passengers, be sure to stop 
your car within a reasonable dis­ 
tance.” he warned drivers. 
“When 
approaching a school building at 
any time of the day the driver 
should reduce speed to fifteen miles. 
or less, and should be on the look­ 
out for youngsters crossing streets 
or highways. W hen we stop to con­ 
sider that, despite safety measures, 
more than 400 children between the 
ages of 5 and 14 were killed and over 
700 injured by automobiles In P enn­ 
sylvania last year, we can realize 
the necessity for extreme caution on 
the part of all."

BE \ \ GOOD PHILOSOPHER! 


I 
T takes a very strong entrenched philosophy to plow through sorrow, 
adversity, d isap p o in t* nt, and disillusion—but such a philosophy Is 
possible, and it has been c'.emonstrated in every forceful character since 
the world began. 
So much of our life Is .a eared, broken, and warped by petty affairs of 
dispute, wrangling and misu nderstanding. Often I think that it takes a 
greater philosophy to ride ox* er these smaller obstructions to a happy and 
useful life than to meet and conquer the larger emergencies. 
What is more inspiring flhan the good sport? He who faces victory 
and then has to be satisfied' with defeat, but who moves to his place 
with a smile th at is unquestionably sincere—he is worth tying to as 
friend, counsellor and guide. 
We know that we must at' least face things as they come, why not 
take them as they come and mwke them serve as a valuable link in our 
experience?

NORMA MILLEN 
LEAVES PRISON 


Pretty Young Wife of Exe­ 
cuted (Man Is Hiding in 
Mountain Camp. 


Dedham. Mass., Aug. 23.—Norma 
Brighton Millen released from Ded­ 
ham jail a t 3:50 a. rn. Wednesday, 
Is hiding in an obscure New Hamp­ 
shire camp. 
The pretty widow of 
Murton Millen, who died in the 
electric chair, was whisked dram ati­ 
cally from the prison exit, hidden 
under a rug In a car provided by her 
preacher 
father, 
Rev. 
Norman 
Brighton. 
Reports were current that she 
may have gone to a tryst with the 
young son of a wealthy old New 
England family who occupied a cell 
near her own for a time. 
A ro­ 
mance is said to have blossomed 
from an exchange of mash notes by 
the two. 
While a small army of reporters 
and photographers waited outside, 
the beautiful 20-year-old gangster 
bride emerged from the jail door­ 
way and bolted into a big black 


automobile which had quietly en­ 
tered the yard of Norfolk county 
jail. 
A cordon of police, waving night­ 
sticks, kept the press hack while 
Norma ducked into the car, covered 
herself with the robe and sped off. 
On the runningboard rode two 
policemen 
with their hands on 
their guns. The car moved out of 
the crowded, dark street, and police­ 
men, their maneuvers evidently re­ 
hearsed, joined hands across the 
street, blocking all pursuit cars. 
The stealthy departure from jail 
of the girl who had just finished a 
year’s sentence for her part in her 
mob s ruthless career, was dram at­ 
ically reminiscent of the police pur­ 
suit of nearly two years ago. At that 
time, the gently-bred young woman 
with Murton and his brother, Irv­ 
ing, fled from Boston to New York 
and Washington, police at their 
heels seeking the men for a series 
of hold-up killings.
